BY ENMOLOfilST 


CLEANING OFllELDS THIS 
FALL WILL INCREASE YIELD 


NEXT FALL 


"Kill Uir boll weevil," seems to 


be the slogan of every Texas' farm- 
er now. Although no way to kill 
all the weevils, boll worms, cotton 
fleas mul other Insects have been 
found as yet, 11. H. Reppert. ento- 
mologist of the Texas A. & M. Col- 
lege gives, the,. following sugges-,, 
lions to. the farmer through the 
press: 


Considerable Interest is 
being 


manifested In the fall clean up to 
control various insects and diseases' 
affecting the cotton crop. As cot- 
ton picking 
is* being .completed 


farmers are 
immediately 
giving, 


their^atteiitlon to this important 
step. 


The boll weevil must feed active- 


ly until it goes into winter quarters 
about the time of the first killing 
frost. As it feeds only upon green 
cotton. any measures that will de- 
stroy the life of the cotton 'plant 
for a considerable period before the 
first killing frost will starve many 
individuals, while others enter win- 
ter quarters in such a weakeeried 
condition that practically all die 
before spring. 


The boll worm in late fall bur- 


rows two to five'.jrtches beneath the 
soil surface of ..tha cotton or the 
corn field and there builds a com- 
paratively wea'ther proof cell; fropr 
wHIch the boll Worm moth emerges 
the following spring to lay eggs lor 
a new brood of'worms. Deep plow- 
ing In fall and early, winter ex- 
poses these resting forms to weath- 
er conditions and to birds, so that 
Infestation by the insect the fol- 
lowing season is lessened. 


A disease that attacks JTexas cot- 


ton every year and that has been 
especially important the past .sea- 
son Is that known as root rot. Plow- 
ing so accomplished in the tall that 
the roots are exposed t&spomplete 
(Trying will go far town I'd Deducing 
damnge by tills the following sea- 
son.
